^ last Sunday morning by James 
Morris, a former Sedalian : 
Michael Kane, who was shot 
during a quarrel in the barroom of 
McConviU’s boarding house, cor­ 
ner First street and Kansas ave­ 
nue, Kansas City. Kas., early Sun­ 
day 
morning, by 
James 
Mor­ 
ris, ‘the bartender, died at Beth­ 
any 
hospital 
yesterday 
morn­ 
ing shortly before lo o’clock. Sun­ 
day afternoon, after it was deter­ 
mined that the man could not re­ 
cover, Assistant County Prosecu­ 
tor B. S. Smith took a statement 
from Kane, in which he told of 
the trouble and the shooting. 
He 
made the statement, knowing that 
^ he could not live. 
The prosecutor 
refuses to make known the exact 
contents of the ante-mortem state­ 
ment. 
The body of Kane was taken to 
Daniel Bros.’ morgue, oh Kansas 
avenue, where Coroner T ncy held 
a post mortem examination. 
It 
was ascertained that the man was 
shot three times. 
The bullet that 
caused his death passed through 
his abdomen, puncturing several 
of the intestines. 
An inquest will 
be held, probably this morning. A 
number of witnesses have been 
subpoenaed and the case will be 
thoroughly investigated. 
Morris, who gave himself up to 
the police at No. 3 station directly 
after the shooting, has been held at 
the city holdover idnce. He refuses 
to give any of the particulars of the 
tragedy. 
He says that Kane at­ 
tempted to assault him and he shot 
in self defense. 
As near as the authorities can 
leara the two men were in the 
joint alone at the time of the trou­ 
ble. 
Kane had been in the bar­ 
room all night and had been drink­ 
ing. 
Morris hud also been drink­ 
ing, but not to excess, so he states. 
The examination today will doubt­ 
less bring out some 
additional 
facts. 
Both men were single and 
had been boarding at the McCon- 
vill house, which is conducted by 
the widow of James McConvill, 
who was shot and killed on the 
steps of the joint about two years 
ago by James McGettigan. 
The funeral of Kane will take 
place this afternoon at 3 o’clock. 
The members of 
the

meet at Daniels’ undertaking es­ 
tablishment this afternoon at 2 :30 
o’clock. 
Burial will be in St. 
John’s cemetery. 
The Kansas City Times, of to­ 
day, says :

which the shooting occurred, be­ 
came involved in an altercation and 
the latter discharged his revolver 
three times into the abdomen of 
Kane. 
No one was in the saloon 
at the time of the shooting. 
Be­ 
fore dying Kane made a statement 
in which he said that he and Mor­ 
ris had quarreled, and that the first 
he knew of Morris having a gun 
was when he shot at him. 
Morris was lodged in jail. 
He 
states that he did the shooting in 
self-defense, and that he fired the 
three shots to frighten his antago­ 
nist.

The boy got up at 3 o ’clock in 
the mor ning, shot his father by 
m oonlight and hung the gun up in 
a r ack on the fr ont por ch and went 
back to bed. 
T he confession was obtained by 
Pr osecuting A ttor ney Far r is, who 
told the boy that a mob 
would 
come and hang him unless he told 
the whole stor y of the cr ime. 
The confession was given to the 
gr and jur y and the boy was in­ 
dicted for mur der in the fir st de­ 
gr ee.

No Lo ng er a Pena l Co lo ny . 


Siberia is no longer a penal colony. 
The present emperor, Xicholas II., 
has issued an order for a commission 
to work out schemes to replace the 
transportation of criminals by punish­ 
ments by the courts; to reorganize 
penal servitude and the deportation 
which follows, and to better the con- 
(jition of convicts now in Siberia. It 
will also devise means for establishing 
compulsory public labor and work­ 
houses as penal measures. The trans- 
})ortation of criminals to Siberia was 
establislu 
¡n the seventeenth cen- 
tiir}', and it assisted in 
populating 
this vast and wealthy region, which 
was in need of workmen for construct­ 
ing roads, fortresses, and in cultivat­ 
ing government lands; but in the de­ 
velopment of easy means of communi­ 
cation and the beginning of the in­ 
dustries, vSiberia has lost something 
of its penal character, and now, under 
the new edicts of the emperor, almost 
as satisfactory results may be looked 
for as in the case cf Australia, which 
was once practically nothing but a 
dumping ground for criminals.

The coroner’s jury summoned to 
investigate the death by suicide of 
Mrs. L. Mae Marshall, the student 
at the State Normal school at 
Kirksville who took prussic acid 
Sunday morning, returned a sealed 
verdict. 
In it is included a letter 
written by Mrs. Marshall to her 
mother, the wife of Dr. Tipton, of 
Philadelphia, Mo., just prior to 
taking the 
poison. 
The 
letter 
rea ds: 
Dear Mother : 
I can never ask 
you to forgive me for what I am 
about to do. 
I am simply desper­ 
ate, that is all. 
Charlie Wishart 
came here Thursday and has cir­ 
culated such plausible falsehoods 
concerning my character that I 
have been ostracized and droppei 
by all my friends. 
He then offered 
to marry me, but I told him death 
was preferable to marriage with 
him. 
He was considerate enough 
to leave me this bottle, which, he 
says, contains prussic acid. Maybe 
he is still fooling me, but at any 
rate I shall try it, and, if it is not, 
I ’ll procure something else. 
Oh, mother! dear mother, I love 
you so. 
I regret this on your ac­ 
count more than mine. 
Be brave 
and strong and try to forget. 
If 
you come to get me, won’t you 
please kiss me just once? 
Your 
loving 
M a e , 
Evidence was introduced which 
substantiates the woman’s state­ 
ment that she was driven to take 
her life by the hounding of the 
man referred to in her letter. 
Charlie 
Wishart 
is a former 
druggist of Palmyra, Mo., near 
where Mrs. Marshall, 
who had 
been a widow eighteen months, 
lived. 
He arrived at Kirksville 
Thursday evening, called on Mrs. 
Marshall, and next morning com­ 
menced a systematic attack to ruin 
her reputation. 
He sought to create a scandalous 
scene at the state normal and in­ 
sisted on President Kirk ousting 
her immediately. 
He tried the 
same at her boarding house, and 
freely circulated stories giving her 
an unsavory reputation. 
He boasted that he would “ run 
her out of tow n,” but admitted 
that he had been and was still very 
much in love with her. 
Wishart 
finally left the city Saturday morn­ 
ing on the same train which Mrs. 
Marshall took to go to Trenton, 
Mo., where she hoped to get as 
sistance in re-establishing her good 
chara:ter. 
From there she wrote President 
Kirk that she wished to call on 
Sunday and explain matters to him. 
She returned Sunday, but took 
poison before dinner. 
Wishart is 
believed to have gone to Kansas 
City. 
Mrs. 
Marshall was an excep­ 
tionally brilliant woman while in 
school, had led an exemplary life 
and all the professors were espec­ 
ially interested in her diligent ef­ 
forts to acquire an education that 
would make her independent, as 
she expressed it. 
She was but 23 
years old 
, 
Indignation runs high at Kirks­ 
ville. 
Wishart displayed a revolv­ 
er while there. 
He said he expect­ 
ed trouble and would rather die in 
his tracks than be foiled in his at­ 
tempt to run her out of town.

T he inn sta nds at the bottom of 
the hill a djoining the bridge over the 
Mole (so ca lled because at one point 
it burrows underground), a nd in the 
old da ys it served as a shelter for tra v­ 
elers who were una ble to cross the 
ford owing to 
floods. 
Somewhere 
a bout the vear 15 2 0 the inn 
was 
owned by one ^iistress Elynor R u n ­ 
n in g or R um m yng; a nd the na me of 
the house is proba bly a play upon her 
na me. 
The poet laurea te to Henry 
V II. celebra ted tlie good da me 
in 
verse, which he entitled ‘‘The T u n ­ 
ning of Elynor R u nn in g.” 
It is re­ 
la ted of her tha t site was in the liabit 
of givin g short mea sure of beer, and 
in consequence 
was 
rolled 
down 
Lea therhea d hill in a l^arrel. There is 
a pa inting of this da me on the inn 
wall. It is very indistinct, but appears 
to represent an elderly woma n wear­ 
ing wha t was known 
as 
an 
ex- 
tinguislier ha t.” 
The picture is rated 
15 2 0, a nd bears tliis legend: 
“When Ske!ton wore the lau rel crown, 
My ole pu l all the ale-wiv es down.” 


The inn itself is a qua int ga bled 
structure, wliicb lias proba bly 
been 
a dded to from time to time, but no 
portion of it appears to I'C pa rticula r­ 
ly modern.— London IViail.

infusoria l earth for m a king explosives 
a nd it is only used where a chea p prod­ 
uct is desired, or where the infusoria l

The floor-cloth is ma de

rolite is extensively used as a floor­ 
ing for kitchens, ha lls, corridors, etc., 
a nd is also used on Germa n war ves­ 
sels because it lias most of the a dva n­ 
ta ges of wood, it does not splinter 
from shot or ta ke fire. 
The sulgect 
lias been investiga ted by several of 
our T5 niied Sta tes consuls, and the 
low price which is given abroad for 
it seems to offer little cnconra gemenl 
for imports from a source a> remote

Rites and Cer emonies Pr acticed by Or th­ 
odox Hebr ews. 


The Ta lm ud requires tha t a bene­ 
diction be given to the 
betrothed 
when they enter into a contra ct, with 
the injunction, however, tha t they 
m ust not enter upon the conjuga l life 
before the nuptia ls ta ke place. 
The 
nuptia ls are termed Chuppa or Kis- 
suiii a nd were usua lly held in the 
young husba nd’s dwelling, a nd seven 
da ys were a llowed for the celebra tion. 
As usua l, a sort of ca nopy, termed 
ba lda chin, was improvised. 
It was 
the custom to conduct the bride from 
her home to the groom ’s abode. 
It 
required ten persons while the ma r­ 
ria ge was being performed, so as to 
give the act publicity a nd solemnity. 
It beca me a genera l custom tha t a 
rabbi performed the rites a nd ga ve 
his benediction, a lthough it was not 
essentia l since the betrotha l act was 
virtua lly a ma rria ge compa ct. 
It 
was only during the middle ages tha t 
a rabbi was required, so as to ma ke 
the a ct one of va lidity. 
In modern 
eras the nuptia ls are held in syna ­ 
gogues a nd temples. 
A cup of wine 
was also used as a symbol of joy, of 
which both the bride and groom par­ 
took, a nd to comm cm onite tbeir wil­ 
lingness to lienceforth drink together 
from the cup of life which a I ’rovi- 
dence ma y a llot them.

fou nd near by . 
As will be remembered by read­ 
ers of the D e m o c r a t , Fau lkner, or 
whatev er his name may be, was 
dru nk when arrested here by Offi­ 
cer Bailey . 
He had on his person 
a bottle of medicine that tallies 
with the stu ff fou nd at Amsterdam, 
was armed with a rev olv er, had 
some fu se and some money . 
To the police nex t day he stated 
he was a well digger and liv ed at 
Clinton, Mo.
